WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—The Ar- |! 
gentine Petroleum Departmegt has 
announced a program covering the 
activities of the Department for the 
next three years which is expected 
to bring the production of the gov- 
ernment oil fields at Commodoro Ri- 
vadavia up to 12)000,000° barrels for 
the year 1927, 

During the year 1922 a total of 
32 wells were brought in of which 
24 were begun and terminated dur- 
ing the year. Thirty wells have 
been completed during the first 9 
months of the present year, and it 
is expected that the total for /the 
jyear will be 47. The program then 
calls for 75 new wells during 1924. 
Twenty-four of the 30 wells brought 
in this year were producers, four 
were gas, and two dry. 

The department now has 32 drill- 
ing outfits at Commodoro  Ricada- 
via, and is preparing to purchase 
more. 

At fiscal workings at Plaza Hu- 
incul, Neuquen, seven wells are in 
operation, three are being drilled, 
and material is being prepared to 
drill two more.
